Condition of the Italian Peasantry. 


BY J. T. HEADLEV. 


The peasantry of luly M & general thing, are 


more virtaoiu than the richer clanes, and in 
many province* do not iuffer for Ibe ueceaaaiiea 
of life. The difference in thia respect in tbe dit 
ferent sections, \» as great M that between the 
cultivated and uncultivated land of those regions. 
Field-woik, which in oorcounUy iaehiefly con 
fined to tue own, except in tbe alave district*, u 
beie performed also by women. Wheat IB gen- 
erally sown in drills, and after it baa reached ja 
certain height b weeded out generally by fe- 
males and boys, who pass between the rows with 
narrow hoes. 
The peculiar costumes of the 


peasantry olten give them a very picturesque 
appearance in Uie fieWa. i have seen twelve or 
fifteen women in a group, each witb a napkin 
folded on tbe top of her head, to protect it from 
the sun—while the dark spencer and fed »ktrt 
open in front and pinned back so as to disclose a 
blue petticoat beneath—contracted beautifully 
with tbe bright green field that spread away on 
every side. They usually go lo work in the 
morning with then distaffs in their hands, ipin-
